AS ATLAS OF G. 0. P

Washington, May 6.—Administra- 
tion forces in congress appear to have 
become demoralized so completely as 
to leave President Coolidge strand- 
ed and fated to be the Atlas of the 
republican party. carrying it on his 
lone shoulders through the arduous 
campaign. ! 

The degree to which regular re- 
publican leadership has crumbled in 
the senate under the heavy pounding 
of the democratic-insurgent republican 
coalition was strikingly revealed Tues- 
day when administration senators an- 
nounced : 

1. That they had definitely aban- 
doned the Mellon tax schedules and 
henceforth would concentrate on ob- 
taining the best possible compromise. 

2. That they would quit their at- 
tempt to stop the investigation of the 
internal revenue bureau. 

Signs of Smashed Morale. 

These surrenders are only the fruits 
of the disintegration which has been 
sa:rping the morale of the administra- 
tion leadership in both houses ever 
since the alliance between the demo- 
cratic phalanx and the resolute in- 
surgent republicans was effected early 
in the session. 

Repeatedly this powerful coalition 
has hammered the administration fac- 
tion in both house and senate. In 
the house it rewrote the ancient rules 
and sheared the power of the mighty 
rules committee. It threw the Mellon 
tax bill out of the window and wrote 
its own measure. It shoved through 
the soldier bonus and the Japanese 
exclusion bills as if it had never heard 
of the white house view.

was substituted in the senate for 


the Mellon schedule. ‘This differs 


but little from the schedule known 
as the Longworth compromise, 
passéd by the house. The work of 
harmonizing the two measures in 
conference, therefore, does not seem 
to be a difficult one. 

While President Coolidge, who 
thought and thinks that the tax 
reduction plan as originally voiced 
by the secretary of the treasury, 
who made the first concrete demand 
for tax reduction in defiance of 
many of the leaders in the repub- 
lican party, is the schedule that 
should be enacted, it is not pre- 
sumed that he will veto a bill so 
important to the economic interests 
of the country. His views are the 
same as the views of an overwhelm- 
ing majority of the people of this 
country, of large and small means. 
That has been demonstrated con- 
clusively by several tests of public 
thought. And yet, the democratic 
schedule of tax reductions is far 
better than nothing, provided they 
do not involve the government in 
any sort of a financial embarrass- 
ment, and it is to be hoped the 
president will promptly sign the 
measure when it reaches him, even 
if it becomes expedient to make 
ainendments later. 

The one paramount issue is tax 
reduction——-and a provision, as 
agreed upon without party lines, is 
that a flat 25 per cent reduction 
should apply to the income returns 
for 1923. To that end congress is 
obligated to the people, whether it 
is the plan of one party or another. 
The people demand tax reduction, 
and it is hoped that no delay will 
occur in getting the completed bill 
out of conference, and the signa- 
ture of the president affixed thereto.

THE CUBAN TROUBLE. 
While the revolution in Cuba, al- 


ways menacing, appears to be gain- 


ing, there is no real apprehension 
that the present government of the 
island is in jeopardy, or that the 
revolutionists will reach anything 
approximately their strength of a 
few years ago when the fate of a 
democracy was in the balance. 

That the United States govern- 
ment has placed an embargo upon 
the exportation of arms during the 
rebellion is to be commended. It 
is in keeping with the policy insti- 
tuted as to Mexico a few months ago 
when a rebellion against constituted 
government swept states in that re- 
public and was far more seriously 
considered. 

It is not unreasonable to expect 
that this government may supply 
the federal authorities with arms— 
also in keeping with its policy 
toward President Obregon — and 
that if it becomes necessary it would 
be entirely proper to supply the 
constituted authority with land 
soldiery, especially as the present 
situation seems to be more a con- 
dition of disorder than of war. 

This government sustains, under 
the Platt amendment, a peculiar re- 
lationship to Cuba, as we sustain- 
ed toward no other independent 
government. 

Under the Paris treaty of 1898, 
following the liberation of Cuba 
from Spanish control as a result of 
the Spanish-American war, the is- 
land was given governmental inde- 
pendence. 

By the terms of the treaty, how- 
ever, this government maintained a 
position of indirect protectorate. 
The Platt amendment, made a part 
of that treaty, provides that Cuba 
shall incur no excessive debts and 
gives this country authority to 
straighten out any of her govern- 
mental economic embarrassments 
without the invitation of the Cuban 
congress. It was under this amend- 
ment that General E. H. Crowder 
was sent to Cuba in 1922 to assist 
in repairing the financial depression 
that had fallen over the island like 
an impenetrable fog. He succeeded 
and his success was made the easier 
and the more emphatic by the 
hearty cooperation given him, not 
alone by the Cuban government, but 
by bankers and other leading busi- 
ness men of that country. 

Therefore, in the present situa- 
tion, with the federal government 
functioning properly so far as un- 
derstood, this government can fall 
back upon the authority of the Paris 
treaty, if mecessary, and intervene 
“for the protection of life, property 
and individual liberty.”. That is a 
covenant of the treaty. 

The trade relationships between 
the United States and Cuba are so 
close and so many nationals of this 
igovernment live in Cuba and have 
‘large property investments there, 
that the framers of the Paris treaty 
foresaw the necessity for such a 
closely-knitted treaty to meet just 
such an emergency as has now 
arisen, 

This one covenant has undoubt- 
edly been the check value that has 
so well held the Cuban radicals and 
inborn revolutionists in tow. 

This government has never abus- 
ed its privileges in Cuba and it has 
never intervened except to help the 
people of Cuba help themselves and 
to strengthen the rule of the people 
under a true republican form of 
government. That is the reason 
that the Cuban people as a whole 
'feel toward this government as the 
| obedient, loving child feels toward 
the parent. 

It is particularly fortunate that 
at this juncture the United States is 
represented in Cuba by such a tow- 
ering figure as Ambassador Crow- 
der. No American knows the Cuban 
Situation better than General Crow- 
der. First serving as the direct 
| personal representative of President 
|Wilson in assisting in putting Cuba 
(on a constitutional basis, he was re- 
‘turned to his present position as 
ambassador and his service in tat 
connection has been invaluable.

And 
the truth is that we are on the point 
of becoming content with our pres- 
ent situation, which would be the 
last nail in the coffin of development.
